Preceding  tho  Easter  vacation. which 
begins  at  4:00  o’clock  Thursday  eve¬ 
ning,  April  17,  the  College  chorus  will

Students  See  Biology 
Picture  at  Assembly 

A  program  of  a  now  kind  was  givon 
at 'tho  last  regular  assembly  hold  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning,  February  10,  in  the 
Collego  auditorium.  A  two-rool  motion 
picturo  illustrating  various  forms  of 
normal  and  degenerated  coll  lifo  was 
shown  during  tho  hour.  Tho  picture, 
pieparcd  by  tho  British  Cancer  Rc- 
search  Society  at  St.  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital,  London,  was  brought  to  tho 
College  through  tho  efforts  of  Mr.  Gar¬ 
rett  of  tho  Biology  department. 

Preceding  tho  main  program,  the 
Reverend  Bobcrt  Burns  of  tho  Christian 
Church,  conducted  tho  dovotional  ser¬ 
vice,  and  Dr.  Hake,  chairman  of  tho 
faculty,  who  presided  at  tho  assembly, 
read  t'lio  announcements. 

Mootings  of  tho  senior  and  junior 
classes,  to  bo  hold  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  assembly,  wero  announced  by  Dr. 
Hake.  Announcement  was  also  mado  of 
a  mooting,  hold  Wednesday  evening, 
for  tho  purposo  of  enrolling  with  tho 
recommendations  committco  all  stud¬ 
ents  who  wish  to  securo  positions  for 
next  year. 

Tho  film,  shown  following  theso,  an¬ 
nouncements,  illustrated  coll  action  in 
tho  poriostoum  of  .  tho  chick  and  in  rat 
tissue.  Cellular  action,  in  some  in¬ 
stances,  was  speeded  up  one-hundred  ^ 
fifty  times,  and  the  colls  wore  magni¬ 
fied  as  highly  as  78,000  diamoters. 

Tho  pro'ccss  of  coll  growth  nnd  di¬ 
vision  in  normal  colls  was  shown.  The 
characteristics  of  tho  cells  in  cancerous 
growths  was  illustrated,  and  tho  effects 
of  irradiation  upon  cell  action  was 
clearly  shown.  In  tho  periosteum  or 
bonc-eovcring  of  tho  chick  out-wandor- 
ing  of  colls  and  mytosis  was  shown  to 
cease  within  twenty  minutes  after  ir¬ 
radiation. 

Following  the  showing  of  tho  two-reel 
film,  the  assembly  was  adjourned.

Turkish  Girl  Tells 
of  Turkish  Customs 

At  an  informal  dorm  “feed”  in  Una 
Moore’s  room  at  Residence  Hall,  six 
girls  entertained  Feriha  Fehmy,  Turk¬ 
ish  girl  studont  at  Park  Collogo.  While 
enjoying  tho  feast  of  friod  chicken, 
fruit  salad,  fresh  tomatoes,  and  dill 
pickles,  the  girls  asked  Miss  Fehmy 
various  questions  concerning  her  life 
and  her  country,  its  civilization,  its 
customs,  etc.  At  this  time,  many  pre¬ 
conceived  notions  and  superstitions 
were  found  to  bo  erroneous.  For  in¬ 
stance,  tho  Turks  do  not  wear  Turkish 
towels  on  their  heads,  nor  do  they  have 
harems.  They  wear  ho  same  typo  of 
clothes  that  we  do;  oat  the  samo  food, 
although  it  is  cooked  in  different  ways; 
they  travel  in  American  cars,  ami  enjoy 
the  samo  sports  that  wo  do. 

Miss  Fehmy  is,  according  to  our 
standards,  a  very  versatile  linguist, 
though  she  apparently  thinks  nothing 
of  her  ability.  She  has  studied  Latin, 
and  speaks  pcrfoct  English,  French, 
and  German,  in  addition  to  her  native 
language.  Miss  Fehmy  said  that  sho  was 
not  at  all  surprised  at  America  when 
she  arrived  hero  two  years  ago,  for 
she  had  attended  an  American  univers¬ 
ity  previously,  and  had  boon  taught 
what  to  look  for.  Sho  had,  however, 
found  tho  country  much  moro  boautiful 
than  sho  had  expected,  particularly 
from  Now  York  to  Chicago,  and  she 
also  found  that  ovoryono  had  a  much 
more  friendly  attitudo  towa^l  her  than 
sho  had  oxpected.  Miss  Fehmy  is  plan¬ 
ning  to  return  to  Turkey  to  do  social 
work  at  tho  end  of  her  collego  training. 
Sho  is  now  a  sonior.

Another  chapter  of  scholastic  achieve¬ 
ment  was  added  to  tho  lifo  of  Henry 
A.  Foster  when  the  Ph.  D.  degree  in  the 
field  of  social  science  was  conferred  on 
tho  Maryville  educator  by  Stanford 
University  in  October  of  1929.  It  was 
tho  splendid  accomplishment  of  ono  who 
had  toiled  through  tho  years  sinco  he 
used  to  labor  on  his  father’s  farm  in 
Tennessee,  and  teach  in  a  crudo  country 
sehoolhouse. 

Tho  lifo  of  Dr.  Foster  speaks'  openly 
of  thd  career  of  a  scholar;  it  symbol¬ 
izes  the  outcome  of  a  thorough,  well- 
grounded  education.  This  biographical 
sketch  reveals  him  as  a  hard-working 
lad  on  a  Southern  farm;  as  a  pupil  in 
a  small  academy;  as  a  country  school 
teacher;  as  a  principal  of  a  small  com¬ 
munity  high  school;  as  a  teacher  in 
Oklahoma;  as  a  tutor  in  a  private  school 
in  Texas;  as  a  student  and  tutor  at 
Yale  Univorsity;  as  a  private  instruc¬ 
tor  to  the  sons  of-  the  wealthy;  as  a 
business  man  who  decided  ho  preferred 
being  an  educator;  as  a  student  and 
teacher  in  Chicago;  as  a  member  of  the 
college'-facultyr-itf “MaVj viiie;-’  as  a  pa¬ 
triotic  citizen  who  responded  to  tho  call 
in  tho  time  of  war.

Wins  a  Prize 


The  Fifteen-Dollar  First  Prizo  for  the 

Thome,  “Need  of  County  Library,” 

Goes  to  Alico  M.  Smith. 

,  Tho  county  library  law  passed  in 
1921  cun  be  most  beneficial  to  stud¬ 
ents  nnd  teachers,  especially  those  for 
whom  tho  bill  was  created,  thoso  rural 
nnd  small  town  schools  in  which  it  is 
impossible  to  have  an  adequate  library. 

Many  times  thoro  is  a  need  for  a 
book,  or  a  group  of  books,  on  some  sub¬ 
ject  which  is  not  covered  by  the  school 
library.  A  county  library,  properly  man¬ 
aged,  as  tho  law  requires,  would  answer 
this  problem. 

Not  only  reference  books  aro  needed 
to  supplement  tho  school  library,  but 
there  is  a  need  for  special  “Outside 
reading”  book  which  are  not  within 
the  reach  of  tho  students  or  teachers. 
Again,  the  count}'  library  is  a  definite 
aid  to  the  small  school. 

Branches  of  the  library  in  each  town, 
or  in  every  four  or  five  districts,  care¬ 
fully  supervised  by  the  librarian  at  the 
county  scat,  would  bo  very  beneficial 
and  would  supply  a  demand  which  is 
impossible  to  supply  without  some,  such 
plan. 

Many  people  would  bo  informed  on 
subjects  that  would  never  bo  explained, 
perhaps,  by  such  a  method,  thus  aiding 
a  great  many  persons  and  furnishing  an 
ever-growing  domand. 

Subjects  in  school  could  bo  correlated 
much  better  and  much  easier  if  the 
inadequate  material  in  tho  school  could 
bo  supplemented  by  tho  branch  of  the 
county  library  nearest  that  school.  Free 
mailing  systems,  which  aro  carefully 
directed,  would  be  another  great  aid 
to  tho  rural  teacher. 

Tho  extension  of  advanages  and  priv¬ 
ileges  to  older  people,  as  well  as  school 
children,  would  increase  tho  value  of 
the-Ubrnry.-Many  pooplo -would  receive 
the  advantages  of  a  higher  education 
who  would  othorwiso  bo  uninformed.  A 
profitable  way  to  carry  out  this  plan 
might  bo  by  co-operating  with  the  state 
colleges  and  university,  especially'  the 
extension  divisions.  Tho  farmer  would 
find  this  especially  valuable  in  tho  win¬ 
ter  when  ho  might  study  some  phaso  of 
agriculture  in  which  he  is  interested. 
Tho  housowifo  might  find  willing  ad¬ 
vice  tho  year  ’round  from  a  competent 
and  cheerful  hclpor. 

An  adequato  collection  of  books 
might  lead  somo  young  person  to  the 
proper  choice  of  a  lifo  career,  when  if 
he  did  not  havo  a  propor  guide,  ho 
might  bocomo  a  “square  plug  in  a 
round  hole.” 

A  library  of  any  typo  cannot  be 
thought  of  without  tho  idea  of  ontor- 
taiument  nnd  a  use  for  leisuro  time. 
Reading  is  ono  of  tho  most  advantag¬ 
eous  forms  of  entertainment  ono  can 
find,  if  tho  propor  kind  of  literaturo  is 
chosen.  Any  amount  of  oxcollont  ma¬ 
terial  for  tho  uso  of  loiB'uro  hours  can 
be  found  in  a  library — ospoeially  in  one 
supervised  by  tho  county. 

Thorefore,  a  county  library,  such  as 
is  to  bo  found  in  so  many  statos,  is  a 
very  good  way  to  supply  tho  “missing 
link”  in  rural  and  small  town  sections, 
both  in  nnd  out  of  tho  school.

Sovoral  comments  wore  made  by  var¬ 
ious  students  concerning  tho  assembly 
[irogram  of  last  week,  at  which  tho 
two-roel  picture  of  coll  life  and  coll  ac¬ 
tion  was  shown. 

Although  the  consensus  was  that  tho 
program  was  dry  and  uninteresting, 
over  tho  heads  of  tho  audience,  a  few 
said  that  they  were  interested  in  the 
pictures  because  they  gavo  one  a  now 
conception  of  minute  life,  and  of  how 
fundamontnl  processes  wore  carried  on. 

Tho  general  belief  was  that  such  a 
program  has  a  very  dofinito  place  and 
might  bo  made  of  incBtimablo  value  to 
studonts.  Some  wore  of  tho  opinion 
that  such  pictures  should  bo  shown  in 
tho  form  of  slides  with  an  explanatory 
Jocturo  by  Mr.  Garrett  or  someono  olso 
familiar  with  tho  subject. 

Others  boliovod  that  a  longer,  moro 
odifying  talk  might  liavo  been  given 
preceding  tho  picture,  explaining  var¬ 
ious  terms,  and  giving  studonts  tho  fun¬ 
damental  facts  nocoBsary  to  an  under¬ 
standing  of  tho  pictures. 

Still  otliors  bolieved  that  each  pic¬ 
ture  was  aliown  sufficiently  long  to 
allow  for  a  locturo  accompanying  tho 
moving  picture  and  explaining  it.  Only 
students  majoring  in  biological  sciences 
woro  nblo  to  understand  tho  signifi¬ 
cance  of  tho  experiments  illustrated 
and  to  understand  tho  torms  usod.

Ina  Wachtel  Talks 
on  Typing  Methods 

Somotime  ago  a  lecture  was  given 
before  a  commerce  and  business  ad¬ 
ministration  group  at  tho  College 
by  Miss  Ina  AVachtel,  a  former  stu¬ 
dent  of  the  College.  Miss  AVachtel, 
who  is  leaching  at  Lafayette  High 
School,  in  St.  .losoph,  spoke  on  tho  sub¬ 
ject  of  “Developing  Efficient  Typ¬ 
ists.”  Iter  talk,  in  part,  is  as  follows: 

One  of  the  first  tilings  nocessary  in 
ordor  for  the  effect  of  instruction  in 
typewriting  to  be  a.  good  one  is  that 
the  student  lie  physically  fit  for  the 
(ask.  I  am  sure  all  of  you  liavo  had 
people  eomo  into  your  classes  with 
physical  defects  which  made  it  well 
nigh  impossible  for  you  to  produce 
good  effects,  or  efficient  typists.  To 
be  sure,  often  one  can  overeomo  some 
defects  and  produce  a  fairly  efficient 
typist  despite  the  handicap,  but 
often  it  will  only  aggravate  tbo  case 
nnd  nctunlly  barm  tho  child.  I  am 
speaking  of  the  nervous  child  now.  one 
who  is  bothered  with  nervousness,  to 
any  marked  degree,  should  never  take 
typewriting,  in  my  opinion,  A’ory  x-aro- 
ly  will  lie  bo  nblo  to  do  himself  jus- 
tico  and  sometimes  it  will  only  aggra¬ 
vate  tho  caso  and  actually  harm  tho 
child.  I  am  speaking  of  tho  nervous 
child  now.  Ono  who  Is  bothered  with 
nervousness,  to  any  marked  dogree, 
should  never  tnho  typewriting,  in  my 
opinion.  Arery  rarely  will  ho  bo  able 
to  do  himself  justice  nnd  somotimos  it 
will  bo  harmful  to  his  health  later  on. 

In  order  to  liavo  studonts  who  nrc 
happy  in  thoir  work,  tho  teacher  should 
do  whatever  is  possible  to  liavo  tho 
physical  surroundings  pleasant.  The 
Tho  room  should  ho  comfortublo  at  all 
timos.  In  addition  to  tho  room  boing 
pleasant  and  comfortable,  tho  school 
should  do  its  host  to  furnish  tho  stu¬ 
dent  with  usablo  typowritors.  Not  just 
merely  usablo  onos,  but  ratlior  typo- 
writers  which  aro  in  good  repair.  It 
is  unjust  to  any  child  in  school  to  hnvo 
to  ask  him  to  spond  his  timo  trying 
to  umnipulnto  a  typowritor  which  is 
badly  out  of  ordor.  Tho  torms  which 
aro  being  made  now  by  tho  various 
typewriter  companies  will,  not  oxcuso 
any  school  on  this  score. 

Ono  of  tho  underlying,  fundamental 
principles  in  training  all  cIusbos  in 
typowriting  from  tho  first  wook  of  tho 
beginning  courso  until  tho  commercial 
training  of  tho  student  is  complotod,  bo 
it  in'  high  school  or  collogo,  should  ho 
the  muintonanco  of  accuracy.  If  a 
student  of  typewriting  becomes 
thoroughly  convinced  of  the  practica¬ 
bility  of  tho  accuracy  habit,  hla  work 
in  typing  is  so  much  oasior  and  moro 
satisfactory.  If  ho  gets  this  habit  in 
the  beginning,  then  ho  will  gradually 
increase  his  speed  and  maintain  his  ac¬ 
curacy  record  also. 

In  spoaking  of  accuraoy,  I  do  not  re¬ 
fer  to  perfect  copies  wholly.  But  rath¬ 


er,  I  refer  to  accurate  tccliniquo  ns 
well  ns  tho  copy  produced.  In  tho  be¬ 
ginning  classes,  I  do  not. fool  that  tho 
timo  is  wasted  that  is  usod  to  touch 
accuracy  of  stroking,  accuracy  in  sit¬ 
ting  postuor,  accuracy  in  inserting  nnd 
removing  paper.  I  feel  that  these  nrc 
points  in  which  a  typist  shows  li is 
training.  If  a  child  is  tnuglit  to  do 
these  things  nccurntcly  in  tho  hogin¬ 
ning  lie  will  save  himself  much  valu¬ 
able  timo  when  bo  gets  into  n.  spend 
class,  because  tho  timo  to  train  for 
speed  in  thoso  hits  of  technique  is  in 
the  very  first  weeks  of  tho  student’s 
typing  enroor. 

This  brings  mo  to  tho  courses  that 
train  for  speed.  Somo  of  tho  very  first 
lessons  can  bo  speed  lessons  in  a  sonsc.' 
Speed  in  finding  tho  lesson;  speed  in 
inserting  paper  and  removing  it;  speed 
in  returning  tho  carriage.  This  is  tho 
typo  of  speed  lesson  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  in  a  beginning  class.  Tho  stu¬ 
dents  really  enjoy  this  work,  if  entered 
into  as  a  sort  of  good  naturod  game. 

I  believe  alt  teachers  of  typewrit¬ 
ing  arc  agreed  that  students  should  bo 
trained  to  write  rhythmically  from  the 
very  beginning  if  they  aro  to  become 
efficient.  Practice  on  rhythm  drill 
should  never  ho  discarded.  A  speed 
class  needs  rhythm  drills  just  ns  bad¬ 
ly  as  the  beginner.  This  practice  in 
beginning  classes  may  be  accomplished 
by  either  called  letters  in  even  tempo, 
or  by  tbo  uso  of  the  victrola.  Tiio  rec¬ 
ords  by  tho  Grogg  Publishing  Co.,  are 
well  known  and  speak  for  themselves. 
Wo  went  to  a  music,  shop  and  bought 
somo  records  of  good  lively  marches 
nnd  the  students  like  the  rhythm  wnrlt 
with  them  very  much.  Many  times  in 
my  beginning  classes,  if  wo  aro  start¬ 
ing  a  new  drill  which  is  rather  diffi¬ 
cult,  wo  will  write  only  onc-half  time 
for  a  timo  or  two. 

In  my  advanced  classes  tho  main  ob¬ 
jective  which  is  stressed  every  day  is 
accuracy,  also.  This  is  necessary  in 
order  to  gain  sufficient  speed  to  win 
tho  various  awards  which  are  offered 
by  tbo  typewriter  companies  and  the 
Gregg  AVritcr. 

AVc  aro  working  on  transcription 
from  shorthand  notes  and  machine  dic¬ 
tation  this  year  in  our  second  year 
classes.  The  pupils  who  aro  taking  ad¬ 
vanced  shorthand  aro  allowed  to  tran¬ 
scribe  their  notes  during  a  part  of  tho 
typewriting  hour.  One  day  each  week 
is  used  for  dictating  material  to  bo 
typed  as  dictated.  AVe  believe  that 
those  aro  phases  which  tho  students 
will  need  after  leaving  school  and, 
therefore,  should  bo  emphasized  while 
they  are  in  training. 

AVo  do  not  work  to  train  speed  art¬ 
ists,  but  rather  for  efficient,  all-around 
stenographers  and  typists  .who  can  go 
into  an  office  prepared  to  do  the  tasks 
which  are  assigned  in  an  efficient,  bus- 
iness-liko  way.

In  a  letter  received  by  Mr.  Wells  a 
few  days  ago,  Mrs.  Harriet  Dugan  of 
Mankato,  Minnesota,  formerly  Harriet 
Van  Buron  of  Maryville,  told  of  hor 
oxperionce  in  library  work  since  leav¬ 
ing  tho  College. 

Mrs.  Dugan  received  her  B.  S.  degree 
in  1920.  Sho  will  ho  remembered  by 
many  for  hor  work  in  tho  College  li¬ 
brary.  Tho  letter,  in  part,  follows: 

“I  am  particularly  interested  in  col¬ 
lege  and  univorsity  work.  In  addition 
to  tho  experience  I  had  in  Maryville, 
I  was  assistant  librarian  in  1923  in 
tho  Charleston,  Illinois,  Stato  Teach¬ 
ers1  Colloge. 

In  Mankato,  I  have  had  experience  in 
all  tho  public  schools  from  tho  lowest 
grades  up  through  senior  high  school. 
This  work  has  included  tho  selection 
and  buying  of  books  for  all  tho  school 
libraries,  and  library  instruction  for 
all  tho  schools.  I  have  also  spent  four 
yours  in  the  public  library,  serving  two 
yoars  as  school  librarian,  and  two  years 
as  head  of  tho  library.  This  has  given 
me  wide  enough  range  of  material  to 
make  mo  feel  quite  at  home  in  a  library. 

Just  now  I  am  librarian  at  the  now 
Franklin  Junior  High  School,  open  for 
use  just  a  little  over  a  year  ago.  Tho 
organization  of  now  libraries  is  very 
interesting  to  mo.  This  is  tho  second 
school  library  in  Mankato  that  I  have 
helped  to  organize. 

Have  you  heard  of  tho  library  at 
tho  Stato  Toacliors’  Colloge  in  Moor¬ 
head,  Minnesota,  being  burned  a  few 
days  ago!  Miss  Hougham  will  bo,  a 
busy  woman.  Tho  library  in  tho  Man¬ 
kato  Stato  Toacliors’  Collogo  was  de¬ 
stroyed  by  firo  a  few  years  ago.  It  is 
certainly  a  great  handicap  for  a  fow 
yoars.
